Enable the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland to lend a.d. 1880. 
a sum to the Mulkear Drainage Distriot Board. 



W HEREAS the Mulkear Drainage District Board was duly 
constituted under the provisions of the Act passed in the 
twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh years of Her present Majesty, 
chapter eighty-eight : 

5 And whereas certain works were duly executed by the said 
Drainage Board under and in pursuance of the provisions of the 
said Act : 

And whereas an action was, on the thirty-first day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine, commenced in the 
10 Queen’s Bench Division of the High Court of Justice in Ireland 
against the said Drainage Board to recover damages for the alleged 
flooding of certain lands caused by the works so executed by the 
said Drainage Board : 

And whereas the plaintiff in the said action recovered a judgment 
15 against the said Drainage Board for the sum of six hundred pounds 
and costs : 

And whereas it is expedient to enable the Commissioners of 
Public "Works in Ireland to advance to the said Drainage Board by 
way of a loan a sum of money sufficient to enable them to pay the 
20 amount of the said judgment and costs : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

25 1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Mulkear Short title.

2. It shall he lawful for the Commissioners of Public Works in Power to 
Ireland, out of any moneys in their hands available for loans, to ^onersof

money as they think proper not exceeding the sum of one thousand 
pounds , to he applied for the purpose of discharging and paying off 
the said judgment for six hundred pounds and costs. 

3. The repayment, by twenty-five annual instalments, of such 
sum of money as shall be so advanced, with interest at the rate of 5 
jive pounds per centum per annum on the amount for the time 
being remaining unpaid, shall be secured by a mortgage of the 
maintenance rates which the said Drainage Board are by the said 
Act of the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh years of Her present 
Majesty, chapter eighty-eight, authorised to assess and levy. K
